WHY THE DELAY? 

The Postmaster General announced | 
two weeks ago that a survey is to be made 
of the territory between Winnipeg and the 
mountains with reference to the establish- 
ment of air mail services. It is to be as- 
sumed that the purpose of the survey is 
to find out where the volume of mail to 
be carried is sufficient to warrant the let- 
ting of contracts; not where or whether 
the carrying of mail by airplane is prac- 
ticable. On the latter point there is no 
room for doubt and no need for survey or 
experiment 

There is already in existence in the 
west a commercial company operating air- 
planes, which is backed with ample capi- 
tal, and which has demonstrated most 
conclusively that it can carry out a mail- 
carrying contract over any route that may 
be designated. Western Canada Airways 
is in fact the pioneer air transport 
ganization in Canada. It has been oper- 
ating for years, its planes functioning 
with the regularity of railway trains, in 
all sorts of weather and at all seasons. Its 
record speaks for its ability to inaugurate 
a service on any route that may be de- 
sired, and to carry out its undertakings in 
a thoroughly satisfactory manner. 

From December last until the end of 
April—the winter months of the year-— 
the planes of this company flew a total 
distance of 104,595 miles in commercial 
work. They carried in that time 1596 pas- 
sengers and 75 tons of express matter 
Their total time in the air was 1548 hours 
During 1927 the Western Airways’ planes 
travelled 145,589 miles.

A survey may be advisable to find out 
where other western routes can be estab- 
lished with advantage to the public. But 
there is no need of any survey, or of any 
experimentation, to find out whether 
there is a demand for air mail between 
Winnipeg and Calgary, Nor is it necessary 
to apend time looking about for a com- 
peny that is prepared to undertake to 
supply a service between these points 
The company is already on the ground 
and asking for the opportunity to do the 
business. Its record is its sufficient re- 
commendation as to its ability to carry 
out the contract, and its financial re 
sources are al! the guarantee needed that 
what it undertakes it will be able to fuifi! 

Western Canada is entitled to action 
in this matter now, not next year, and if 
the western members of parliament were 
attending properly to their duties they 
would be demanding it.

The city council is asking Mid-West 
Utilities and the Calgary Power Company 
to translate their proposals to supply the 
city with electric energy into the form of 
contracts into which they would be will- 
ing to enter. The terms of the offers will 
thus be set forth more clearly than in the 
letters which have been forwarded to 
council, and the proposals put in shape for 
analysis and detailed consideration. 

Council might also very well suggest, 
as Mid-West Utilities is asking for a fran- 
chise for the sale and distribution of elec- 
tric power in the city, that the offer from 
that company should be broadened to in- 
clude the taking over and operation of the 
street railway. The relation of this enter- 
prise to the power plant is so intimate as 
to make it desirable that they should be 
operated in conjunction and by the same 
party. So intimate, in fact, that it is 
doubtful if the taxpayers would consider 
granting a power franchise which did not 
involve the operation of the street railway 
by the franchise-holders
